Many farmers make a practice 
of clearing, oiling and repairing 
their harness every spring. This 
is a wise practice. Many very 
good harness dreséings are 
the markéts. We have found the e 
following preparation very eatis- 
factory: First clean and wash 
them in warm.water. When dry, 
apply the following dressing, By 
warming it firet it can be more 
easily applied: Neat’s foot oil, 1 
gallon; bayberry tallow, 3 pounds; 
beeswax, 2 pounds. 

Pat the above in a pan over a 
moderate fire. When thoroughly 
dissolved add castor oil, 2 quarts. 
While on fire stir in 2 ounces lamp 
black. Mix well. Strain through 
fine cloth. Keep in tin cans. 
Harness should be cleaned.

. “The population of Mexico,” 
} Mr. Porter Worshop, “is in- 

ing much faster than the de- 
nt of the land, and conse- 
quently there is ‘a greater demand 
for foreign wheat year by year.” 

This large inorease in popula- 
tion is chiefly due to the influx of 
European and American settlers, 
who all require wheat bread; for 
if a white ojan has a single dollar 
to spend he will buy wheat bread, 
whereas the native Mexicans hith- 
erto have been content to eat corn 
if they were unable to get the finer 
article. Thus the wheat supply 
was never overabundant, and ev- 
ery settler from Europe and the 
States only increases the already 
great demand for foreign grains. 
The natives too are learning to ap- 
preciate the white men’s food. 

And that there is a great de- 
mand is not difficult to prove, for 
when there is a shortage in the 
local supply, the duty is taken off 
the imported article, and during 
the eighteen months from Decem- 
ber, 1908, to May, 1910, this duty 
has only been levied for five 
months, allowing wheat to enter 
the country free of taxes during 
thirteen months. This proves be- 
yond a doubt that Mexico does 
and will require for many years to 
come, imported grain. 

Up to the present timé the Uni- 
ted States have been the chief 
suppliers of this shortage, though 
several shipments of Manitoba 
wheat have gone to Mexico by 
way7of Montreal. For a long time 
Vancouver left this trade severely 
alone and many a Mexican did not 
even know the whereabouts of Al- 
berta wheat. It is only of quite 
recent date that Canadians in the 
west have seized the opportunity 
of competing for favorable com- 
mercial relations with this grow- 
ing state of Central America, 
This trade will be carried on to a 
large extent along the Pacific sea- 
board, and is in consequence of 
the greatest importance to the 
metropolis of British Columbia. 

To show how this idea bas taken 
root in the minds of the merchants 
of this city it may be of interest 
to state here that during the past 
ten months 2u0,000 bushels of 
wheat have been shipped to Mexi- 
can ports through Vancouver, and 
last year many more bushels would 
have been sent south, but the 
wheat could not be obtained; the 
elevators in the city were drained 
dry and Alberta was unable to 
supply avy more. This year also 
there bas been a heavy demand 
for red wheat, and much more 
would have been shipped, if only 
Alberta could have spared it. 

With such a successful past his- 
tory, the wheat export trade to 
Mexico has, it is hoped, a very 
bright future, for as yet it is only 
in its infancy, and if it ia carefully 
fostered, will grow, for Mexico 
will be unable to furnish ber own 
markets for very many years yet. 
And even if the native outpat in- 
creases considerably there will al- 
ways be ap excellent demand for 
the Alberta product, which has al- 
ready become well known and very

Mexicans are gradually becom- 
ing more and more sble to manu- 
facture their own commodities for 
home consumption, For instance 
quite lately they have supplied 
their own markets with soap and 
they mantfacture wire nails as 
well as any other countty can. 
But for this latter industry they 
import wire and that is constraed 
as a prophecy that when they 
make all their own commodities 
they will still require to import 
foreign raw material and machin- 
ery, large quantities of which are 
already used in the sugar industry. 

So, as the demand for the com- 
pleted article declines, that for 
raw materiale will grow correspon- 
dingly and the far distant trade 
with Mexico will naturally lie in 
that direction. But that is in the 
very far distant future and need 
not trouble this generation at 
least. 


Better Than Dreadnoughts. 


“ 


The Canadian Oourier of March 
5th has the following to say in re- 
gard to the new trade relations re- 
cently made with Germany: 

“One possible contingency in 
the new trade relations with Ger- 
many has yet to be mentioned. 
The removal of the German surtax 
hes put German sugar on an 
equality with West Indian sugar 
in the Canadian market. This 18 
so economically unfair to the 
West Indies that there will short- 
ly be a movement to give West 
Indian sugar a preference in this]. 
country. 

“Then there is another contin- 
gency. The removal of the surtax 
has lessened the British prefer- 
ence—not nominally, but in reali- 
ty. The British manufacturer 
who competes here with the Ger- 
man manufacturer must now meet 
keener competition than he has 
had for several years. How would 
it do, under these circumstances, 
to increase the British preference 
from 38} to 40 per cent.? Every- 
body seems anxious to do some- 
thing to increase the sales of 
British goods in this country, 
since we are still selling much 
more to Great Britain than we 
buy. Ifthe Conservatives think 
as much of the Motherland as they 
claim, they should be prepared for 
such an extension of the prefer- 
ence; if the Liberals are anxious 
for opportunities to lower the cus- 
toms tariff when it can be done 
without hurting Canadian interests 
they should be prepared for this 
extension. There will be some 
davger in it for our woollen manu- 
facturers, perhaps, but this could 
easily be averted by a slight raise 
in the woollen duties. Otherwise 
the possibility of burting infant 


industries would be very small.

Cost of Transcontinental. 


’ On the vote for expenditure for 
the oext fiscal year on the Natio- 
tional Transcontinental railway 
being taken up in the Commons 
the minister of railways at the re- 
quest hf Mr. Borden, gave statis- 
tics as the progress of construc- 
tion, ete., up to the end of 1909. 

The total expenditure ap to that 
dato, hesaid, had been $67,890,697. 
The estimated cost per mile still 
remains at figures given in the 
house in 1908, viz.:.-$63,000, the 
number of miles graded was 1,062 
and the number of miles.on which 
track was laid was 727. Of track 
mileage 621 were on the main line 
and 106 on sidings. It is estima- 
ted that the cost of construction of 
the prairie seotion still stands at 
$33.000 per mile, the estimated 
cost of the mountain section per 
mile had not been arrived at yet.
